ON ALAN TURING AND OTHER 
LUSTFUL COCKMONSTERS 

Johnlocked, per the excellent Urban 
Dictionary, refers to fans who fantasize 
about a romantic relationship between 
Sherlock Holmes and his sidekick, John 
Watson. The popular online dictionary 
helpfully supplies some context: 

Friend: OMG I just finished watehing 

Sherloek and i love it! 

Friend 2: Do you ship Johnloek? 

Friend: Bitchy please I am Johnlockedl 

As we in the LGBT community know 
only too well, there are worlds within 
worlds. Every community can be broken 
down into separate constituencies. 

Take our November cover star, Benedict 
Gumberbatch, best known to millions 
as the star of the hit BBC series Sherlock. 
There are fans of Gumberbatch, and 
there are super fans. And then there's the 
Johnloek community, those who labor 
at writing fan fiction in which Sherlock 
and John Watson fulfill less cerebral 
needs in one another. As Gumberbatch 
explained in our story, “It's always, like, 
one of them is tired, one comes back 
from work, the other is horny, a lump 
appears in his trousers, and then they're 


at it. It's usually me getting it — I'm biting 
Watson's dog tags." Gumberbatch talked 
about many things, from Alan Turing and 
religious fundamentalism to the defense 
of gay rights — subjects that dominated 
coverage of media outlets from The 
Guardian to BuzzFeedy among others. But 
for many fans of Sherlock it was those 38 
words that stuck in their craw. 

“It hurts to see him poke fun at 
fanfiction stereotypes as if that's all 
there is to it," wrote Emma Theunissen 
on Out.com. “I've always thought of 
Benedict as an intelligent man. I just 
hope he's intelligent enough to realize 
that even though there are crack fanfics 
out there, there are also beautiful pieces 
of literature by fans as well." The story 
exploded on Tumblr, where Sherlock fans 
parsed his quotes to find insult where 
none was intended. One Tumblr site. 
Irregular Thought, encapsulated the 
reaction neatly: “Apparently Benedict 
Gumberbatch saying he doesn't like 
Johnloek is the Tumblr equivalent of 
genocide." Others were simply confused. 
“Gan someone please fill me in on what 
happened with Benedict?" pleaded 
Wolf of the Earth and Sky. “I know 
some people are mad and I think it has 
something to do with the phrase 'lustful 
cock monster' "? 

Ah, yes, that delicious 
phrase, first coined by 
football punter Ghris 
Kluwe in 2012 in his 
much-publicized defense 
of gays in sport. In the 
Gumberbatch interview, 
“lustful cockmonster" 


was deployed to describe fanfic's 
characterization of Sherlock. The phrase 
quickly trended as ahashtag. One fan 
even turned it into a T-shirt, offering it on 
her Tumblr page for $18. If a side effect 
of our Gumberbatch story is to resurrect 
Kluwe's coinage, we'll have done our job. 

On the subject of lustful cockmonsters, 
a series of Out.com features focusing on 
hetero-homo bromances stirred lively 
debate among readers. In an interview 
with Out.com's Brandon Schultz, Big 
Brother star Zach Ranee described 
his relationship with gay contestant 
Frankie Grande on and off the show as an 
example to others. “You can be straight 
and have a gay best friend," he said. Not 
everyone bought Ranee's story. “He can 
claim straightness all he wants," wrote 
Melissa Adams on Out.com, “but anyone 
who watched the live feeds...knows we 
weren't just watching a beautiful hetero- 
homo friendship blossom; we were 
watching a 'straight' man and gay man 
fall in love." As with Sherlock and John, 
if you want to see how far that bromance 
can go, you'll probably need to write it 
yourself. Just don't forget the hashtag.

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EDITOR’S LETTER 


Strength in 
Numbers 

I ’ve written before about the profound role played by LGBT 
writers Edmund White and David Leavitt in unlocking 
my identity as a teenager. This was the predawn of the 
Internet, when books alone, it seemed, had the power to let 
you know that others like you existed. You need only look 
through this year’s OUTioo to see how much has changed. 
Take our four cover stars. Three of them — Ellen Page, Sam Smith, 
and Samira Wiley — were not even publicly out at the beginning 
of the year; the fourth, Zachary Quinto, came out in 2011. Guess 
what? The sky didn’t collapse! On the contrary: Quinto’s career 
has flourished. Hollywood bean counters still clinging to outdated 
ideas of what fills seats in theaters would be wise to remember that 
the dinosaurs died out— fast. 

Alas, such changes came too late for Richard Ghamberlain, who 
recalls a different era (page 101). “I spent a great deal of my life 
pretending to be somebody else,” says the star of The Thom Birds. 
“If I were ever outed, my career — which was my entire life, for the 
longest time — wouldn’t have happened.” It’s still not certain if 
Hollywood is ready for an openly gay romantic lead, but someone, 
soon, will test that theory. It might well be Troye Sivan (page 
95), who — like the winner of our Readers’ Ghoice Award, Tyler 
Oakley— has harnessed social media to build his massive fan base. 

Oakley, whose YouTube channel has 6 million subscribers, was 
at the center of a lively debate on Out.com when nominations for 
the Readers’ Ghoice Award were announced. Some felt he was 
compromised by things he’d said in the past, and for which he’s 
apologized, but I think we can all agree that we live in unusually 
transparent times, when anything you say, ever, will be taken 
down and used as evidence against you. Thank the Internet for 
that. For better or worse, the mea culpa for things said casually, 
spontaneously, and without due deference to the thought police 
has become emblematic of our times. How gratifying, then, to 
honor Larry Kramer, a man whose first and last principle has 
always been to speak his mind, but eloquently, and never casually. 
Kramer is joined by other pioneers for gay visibility, including 
Evan Wolfson, Terrence McNally, Armistead Maupin, and Don 
Bachardy, who remind us that not all wisdom is found online. There 
is nothing more humbling than to be in the presence of people who 
have directly enhanced your life. I, for one, remember straight 
friends reading Tales of the City when I was still in the closet, and the 



immense gratitude I felt that someone had made our lives resonate 
in the cultural mainstream. 

This is my ninth OUTioo as editor of Out, and looking back to 
my first, in 2006, one thing stands out: More people are out at the 
top of their professions than ever. In 2006 we couldn’t find a single 
A-list actor willing to grace the cover. Not one. Instead we honored 
Anne Hathaway and Iman, partly for their work as “allies,” but 
also, if we’re honest, to compensate for the paucity of recognizable 
LGBT celebrities. That’s how much the ground has shifted. There 
were no out professional athletes like Jason Gollins (page 107), or 
such visible transgender role models as our 2013 Readers’ Ghoice 
winner, Laveme Gox, or — this year — Laura Jane Grace and Garmen 
Garrera (although we’re glad to welcome back Galpemia Addams, 
who helped train Jared Leto for his Oscar-winning turn as Rayon in 
Dallas Buyers Club) . 

This issue is dependent on a lot of sweat from a team of dedicated 
editors, led this year by Jason Lamphier who — like me — has 
become inured to the brickbats that inevitably follow such a list. 
It was Jason’s suggestion that we offer a few clarifications on our 
methodology. First, we try to avoid including the same person two 
years running (hence no Laverne Gox this time around). Second, 
for all those you see here, many more requests were sent out to 
people who either could not make it, or who failed to respond. Just 
because somebody is not in the OUTioo doesn’t mean we ignored 
him or her. Rest assured, as with the perennially absent Ellen 
DeGeneres, we will try, try, and try again. See you all next year.

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LEIGHTON MEESTER, 
FOUL-MOUTHED AND PLAYING 
GAY-BUT NOT A TART

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L eighton Meester is proud of her contribution to 
the crass dialogue in the new movie Life Partners y 
shaped during just a month of rehearsal with its 
filmmakers and her cast mates. Especially when it 
involves her insisting she use the word “dick.” 
Early on in the sharp, heartfelt comedy, Sasha (Meester) 
shows up for her weekly Top Model drinking-and-snarking date 
with her BEE, Paige (Community's Gillian Jacobs), only to dis- 
cover it's been crashed by Paige's new boyfriend, Tim. Sasha's 
a hot, gay, single mess who's not ready to turn 
30 — or worry whether she still fits in Paige's per- 
fectly arranged life. But she's also mortified at 
being drastically underdressed for a first intro- 
duction, dragging Paige into a private sidebar: 

“Then I wouldn't have worn pajama pants with a 
hole in the dick!'' Sasha says, chagrined. 

“I have to be able to say 'dick,' '' Meester says 
with a laugh. “So, sorry, everybody, but...'' 

That's one of about a hundred ways that Sasha 
is a stark, memorable contrast to Blair Waldorf, 
the uber-chic Upper East Side queen bee Meester spent six sea- 
sons portraying on Gossip Girl. But this, she confesses, is the role 
that best reflects her “gross” off-screen personality. “My friends 
who've seen the movie said, 'This is you. Not like you — it's you.' 
When you're like, 'Oh shit, I shouldn't have said that.' ” This is 
Meester at her most relaxed and unfiltered. 

In a later scene, Sasha holds up a flannel shirt and asks, “Is this 
too Ellen Page?” — another Meester improv. “We tried a bunch 
of different things. It was supposed to be somebody from My So- 
Called Lifey but I didn't grow up watching that.” When the scene 
was shot. Page hadn't yet come out publicly, and the two don't 
know each other. “I just like her style,” Meester says, laughing 
again. “I wear flannel a lot, too.” 

As Paige gets more serious with Tim (played by Meester's hus- 
band, Adam Brody, though she says the casting was coincidental), 
Sasha scrambles her way through awful dates with older women 
(including one played by Saturday Night Live's Kate McKinnon) 
and flaky young waifs. She drinks heavily with her pals, does the 


bare minimum of ass-kissing at a shitty Office Space-ish reception- 
ist job, and keeps promising her parents she's focused on making 
it big as a singer-songwriter, even as her guitar gathers dust. 

Life Partners (in select theaters December 5) is more I Love 
YoUy Man than The L Wordy a project Meester thinks was made 
even stronger by a month of “geeking out 24 hours a day” at re- 
hearsals with director Susanna Fogel and her real-life gay best 
friend, screenwriter Joni Lefkowitz. “I loved their friendship and 
their previous work,” Meester says. “It's awesome to capture the 
dynamic of the relationship between these wom- 
en. I felt very empowered and excited.” 

Unlike Sasha, Meester has written an album. 
Produced by Jeff Trott, Sheryl Crow's longtime 
collaborator. Heartstrings has more in common 
with the work of touchstones like Joni Mitch- 
ell and Kate Bush than the confections Meester 
dished out during her 2009 pop phase, which 
included the single “Somebody to Love,” featur- 
ing a pre-''Blurred Lines” Robin Thicke. “It's 
utterly different from what I was doing before,” 
she says. “It's got kind of a pop structure, but it's a little bit more 
dreamy and experimental.” She and Trott recorded all of Heart- 
strings' tracks live in a studio over the course of one week. “And 
then I went to New York and did a play — like, hold that thought.” 

While other young actresses fumble for vague answers about 
feminism, Meester's four months on Broadway this year opp- 
osite James Franco and Chris O'Dowd prompted her to pen an 
English thesis-level op-ed on The Huffington Post titled “I'm Not 
a Tart: The Feminist Subtext of Steinbeck's Of Mice and Men." In 
it, she addressed the audience's laughter as she died each night 
on stage. “It was an unbelievably sad thing to do every day,” she 
says. “I know this is a play — but very slowly, [their reaction] 
started to hurt. Finally I was able to put it into words.” 

That tendency to dig deep — and get a little vulgar — can make 
it tough to do bite-size press for a quirky, nuanced film like Life 
Partners. “This is the gayest movie I've seen,” Meester says. “I 
know it does have a really good message, but we don't talk about 
it to death.” ■

In Philip Gefter’s 
biography Wagstaff: Before and After Mapplethorpe (Liveright), we gain insight 
into the pair’s courtship and how Wagstaff, a onetime curator, mentored a 
young Mapplethorpe. We also receive a primer on the (mostly gay) men who were conspiring to shake up 
postwar 20th-century art. Museums and galleries tended to reject the legitimacy of photography until 
Wagstaff amassed one of the world’s finest private collections of it. “I wouldn’t have touched Robert 
without Sam,” says one curator, “and there were others like me who felt the same.” jerry portwood

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The Anonymous 
Exhibitionism of Banksy 
Does New York 

If Banksy’s Exit Through the Gift 
Shop was a gonzo, cinematic 
riff on an artist’s statement, 
Chris Moukarbel’s new HBO 
doc, Banksy Does New York, is a 
museum tour turned on its ear. 
Tautly chronicling its subject’s 
2013 New York “residency” — in 
which Banksy spent the month 
of October staging fleeting, 
sometimes elaborate, daily in- 
stallations — Moukarbel’s film 
surrenders itself to the contra- 
dictions inherent in everything 
Banksy touches. Case in point: 
Newscasters and Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg speak out against 
building defacement, but if your 
home is tagged with a Banksy, 
its value skyrockets. 

Meanwhile, as chaotic as 
Banksy’s epic stunt may have 
been, Moukarbel (who is Jake 
Shears’s partner) tips the scales 
to depict it as a unifying event, 
with journalists, aesthetes, and 
“Banksy chasers” following the 
peerless prankster on social 
media and participating in his 
citywide scavenger hunt. It 
maybe tempting to ponder the 
themes of Banksy Does New York 
further. Or you could just defer 
to a snippet from the provoca- 
teur’s audio guide, which ran 
on his pop-up Web site during 
his residency: “Let’s pause for a 
moment to consider the deeper 
meaning of this.. .OK, that’s long

RISING BELGIAN DESIGNER TIM COPPENS 
IS PUTTING A NEW SPIN ON MENSWEAR, 

ONE EXTREME LOOK AT A TIME.

im Coppens loves a killer beat. 
The soft-spoken designer might 
give off a mild image, but he's 
a hardcore fan of hip-hop. Sitting in his 
modest Tribeca showroom, Coppens 
cites Dr. Octagon, Kool Keith, and 
Dominic Lord as his favorite acts, but he 
also loves Arctic Monkeys and the punk- 
jazz musician King Krule. And heavy 
rock bands. “The first time I went to see 
Faith No More,” Coppens says, “I felt 
like I had to get a nose ring. So I just put a 
hole in my nostril. I also had all kinds of 
haircuts — I had dreadlocks, I shaved my 
head. My whole look changed according 
to musical trends.” 

Since the launch of his eponymous 
label in 2011, Coppens's eclecticism 
has led him to explore varied fashion 
influences. He's been inspired by the '90s 
Detroit techno scene, as well as by fighter 
jet pilots and Formula 1 racers. In August, 
the super-producer Diplo appeared on 
the cover of Billboard magazine wearing a 
sumptuous cashmere kimono coat from 
Coppens's new fall collection, which 
pairs mountaineering gear with Japanese 
flourishes. The combination could've 
been bungled if Coppens hadn't also 


developed a rock-steady consistency and 
a signature silhouette — streamlined, 
sporty, and precise, with supreme 
wearability — that never fails to win over 
critics. This year he received the CFDA 
Swarovski Award for Menswear. 

“I'm not doing this only to be in 
magazines,” Coppens says. “These things 
contribute to building the business, but 
when you're starting a label and you're 
getting a lot of press, that doesn't always 
mean [the success of] your brand is going 
to run parallel.” Luckily, the exposure 
is boosting sales, too. In addition to 
Barneys New York, which bought his 
debut collection, Coppens was scooped 
up by Isetan in Japan, Dover Street 
Market, Matches in London, and, more 
recently, Mr Porter, the digital gateway to 
global success. 

Growing up in Moerbeke-Waas, a 
small village in Belgium, Coppens had 
no exposure to the glitz of the industry. 
“We only had two channels, in black- 
and-white, and there was no fashion 
on it,” he recalls. “No magazines. No 
Internet. Fashion didn't really exist for 
me until I went to Antwerp.” That's 
where Coppens, encouraged by a friend. 



traveled to attend the prestigious Royal 
Academy of Fine Arts, which groomed 
the likes of Martin Margiela and Dirk 
Bikkembergs, not to mention Kris Van 
Assche, Dior Homme's current artistic 
director, who graduated with Coppens 
in 1998. 

Fast-forward to a gig at Adidas, where, 
in 2004, Coppens started experimenting 
with technical garments as a concept 
designer, before moving to New York to 
become design director of RLX, Ralph

Lauren's activewear brand. There, 
Coppens began to toy around with the 
idea of applying his tailoring skills to 
sportswear. “When I was at Adidas, it was 
a complete no-go to mix performance 
with fashion,” the designer says, “but now 
[Adidas collaborates] with Raf Simons 
and Rick Owens.” 

Partly bolstered by an upbringing 
in which he was encouraged “to do 
something creative to the most extreme 
level,” Coppens now shows a masterful 


knack for combining materials, 
sometimes mixing up to five fabrics on a 
single piece (a technique left over from 
the days when he made DIY outfits with 
his mother's sewing machine).

E ggnog may smell like Christ- 
mas in a glass, but it can also 
feel like Christmas in your 
belly — heavy, rich, and best 
enjoyed in limited doses.

The same goes for 
that other festive libation, mulled wine

In a highball glass, stir gin, lemon, and 
rosemary syrup. Fill halfway with ice, top 
with soda, and garnish with rosemary 
sprig. For a variation, replace lemon 
juice with blood orange juice, or gin with 
bourbon.

•Build-up of an acid in your blood (lactic acidosis), which is a serious 
medical emergency. Symptoms of lactic acidosis include feeling very weak 
or tired, unusual (not normal) muscle pain, trouble breathing, stomach 
pain with nausea or vomiting, feeling cold especially in your arms and 
legs, feeling dizzy or lightheaded, and/or a fast or irregular heartbeat. 
•Serious liver problems. The liver may become large (hepatomegaly) 
and fatty (steatosis). Symptoms of liver problems include your skin or the 
white part of your eyes turns yellow (jaundice), dark “tea-colored” urine, 
light-colored bowel movements (stools), loss of appetite for several days 
or longer, nausea, and/or stomach pain. 

•You may be more likely to get lactic acidosis or serious liver problems 
if you are female, very overweight (obese), or have been taking 
COMPLERA for a long time. In some cases, these serious conditions 
have led to death. Call your healthcare provider right away if you have 
any symptoms of these conditions. 

•Worsening of hepatitis B (HBV) infection. If you also have HBV and 
stop taking COMPLERA, your hepatitis may suddenly get worse. Do not 
stop taking COMPLERA without first talking to your healthcare provider, 
as they will need to monitor your health. COMPLERA is not approved for 
the treatment of HBV. 

Who should not take COMPLERA? 

Do not take COMPLERA if you: 

•Take a medicine that contains: adefovir (Hepsera), lamivudine (Epivir- 
HBV), carbamazepine (Carbatrol, Equetro, Tegretol, Tegretol-XR, Teril, 
Epitol), oxcarbazepine (Trileptal), phenobarbital (Luminal), phenytoin 
(Dilantin, Dilantin-125, Phenytek), rifampin (Rifater, Rifamate, Rimactane, 
Rifadin), rifapentine (Priftin), dexiansoprazole (Dexilant), esomeprazole 
(Nexium, Vimovo), lansoprazole (Prevacid), omeprazole (Prilosec, Zegerid), 
pantoprazole sodium (Protonix), rabeprazole (Aciphex), more than 1 dose of 
the steroid medicine dexamethasone or dexamethasone sodium phosphate, 
or the herbal supplement St. John’s wort. 

•Take any other medicines to treat HIV-1 infection, unless recommended 
by your healthcare provider. 

What are the other possible side effects of COMPLERA? 

Serious side effects of COMPLERA may also include: 

• New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. Your healthcare 
provider should do blood tests to check your kidneys before starting 
treatment with COMPLERA. If you have had kidney problems, or take other 
medicines that may cause kidney problems, your healthcare provider may 
also check your kidneys during treatment with COMPLERA. 

• Depression or mood changes. Tell your healthcare provider right away if 
you have any of the following symptoms: feeling sad or hopeless, feeling 
anxious or restless, have thoughts of hurting yourself (suicide) or have 
tried to hurt yourself. 


•Changes in liver enzymes: People who have had hepatitis B or C, 
or who have had changes in their liver function tests in the past may 
have an increased risk for liver problems while taking COMPLERA. 
Some people without prior liver disease may also be at risk. Your 
healthcare provider may do tests to check your liver enzymes before 
and during treatment with COMPLERA. 

•Bone problems, including bone pain or bones getting soft or thin, 
which may lead to fractures. Your healthcare provider may do tests 
to check your bones. 

•Changes in body fat can happen in people taking HIV-1 medicines. 

• Changes in your immune system. Your immune system may get 
stronger and begin to fight infections. Tell your healthcare provider 
if you have any new symptoms after you start taking COMPLERA. 

The most common side effects of COMPLERA include trouble sleeping 
(insomnia), abnormal dreams, headache, dizziness, diarrhea, nausea, 
rash, tiredness, and depression. Other common side effects include 
vomiting, stomach pain or discomfort, skin discoloration (small spots 
or freckles), and pain. Tell your healthcare provider if you have any side 
effects that bother you or do not go away. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before 
taking COMPLERA? 

•All your health problems. Be sure to tell your healthcare provider if 
you have or had any kidney, mental health, bone, or liver problems, 
including hepatitis virus infection. 

•All the medicines you take, including prescription and nonprescription 
medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. COMPLERA may affect 
the way other medicines work, and other medicines may affect how 
COMPLERA works. Keep a list of all your medicines and show it to 
your healthcare provider and pharmacist. Do not start any new 
medicines while taking COMPLERA without first talking with your 
healthcare provider. 

• If you take rifabutin (Mycobutin). Talk to your healthcare provider 
about the right amount of rilpivirine (Edurant) you should take. 

• If you take antacids. Take antacids at least 2 hours before or at least 
4 hours after you take COMPLERA. 

• If you take stomach acid blockers. Take acid blockers at least 
12 hours before or at least 4 hours after you take COMPLERA. Ask 
your healthcare provider if your acid blocker is okay to take, as 
some acid blockers should never be taken with COMPLERA. 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known if 
COMPLERA can harm your unborn baby. Tell your healthcare provider 
if you become pregnant while taking COMPLERA. 

• If you are breastfeeding (nursing) or plan to breastfeed. Do not 
breastfeed. HIV-1 can be passed to the baby in breast milk. Also, some 
medicines in COMPLERA can pass into breast milk, and it is not known 
if this can harm the baby.

What is COMPLERA? 

• COMPLERA is a prescription medicine used as a complete HIV-1 treatment 
in one pill a day. COMPLERA is for adults who have never taken HIV-1 
medicines before and who have no more than 100,000 copies/mL of virus 
in their blood (this is called ‘viral load’). Complera can also replace current 
HIV-1 medicines for some adults who have an undetectable viral load 
(less than 50 copies/mL) and whose healthcare provider determines that 
they meet certain other requirements. 

• COMPLERA is a complete regimen and should not be used with other 
HIV-1 medicines. HIV-1 is the virus that causes AIDS. When used 
properly, COMPLERA may reduce the amount of HIV-1 virus in your 
blood and increase the amount of CD4 T-cells, which may help improve 
your immune system. This may reduce your risk of death or getting 
infections that can happen when your immune system is weak. 

• COMPLERA does not cure HIV-1 or AIDS. You must stay on continuous 
HIV-1 therapy to control HIV-1 infection and decrease HIV-related illnesses. 

• Ask your healthcare provider about how to prevent passing HIV-1 
to others. Do not share or reuse needles, injection equipment, or 
personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them. Do not have 
sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using a latex or 
polyurethane condom to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, 
vaginal secretions, or blood. 

What is the most important information I should know about COMPLERA? 
COMPLERA can cause serious side effects, including: 

• Build-up of an acid in your blood (lactic acidosis). Lactic acidosis 
can happen in some people who take COMPLERA or similar (nucleoside 
analogs) medicines. Lactic acidosis is a serious medical emergency 
that can lead to death. Lactic acidosis can be hard to identify early, 
because the symptoms could seem like symptoms of other health 
problems. Call your healthcare provider right away if you get any of 
the following symptoms which could be signs of lactic acidosis: 

-feel very weak or tired 

- have unusual (not normal) muscle pain 

- have trouble breathing 

- having stomach pain with nausea or vomiting 

- feel cold, especially in your arms and legs 
-feel dizzy or lightheaded 

- have a fast or irregular heartbeat 

• Severe liver problems. Severe liver problems can happen in people 
who take COMPLERA. In some cases, these liver problems can lead to 
death. Your liver may become large (hepatomegaly) and you may develop 
fat in your liver (steatosis). Call your healthcare provider right away if 
you get any of the following symptoms of liver problems: 

- your skin or the white part of your eyes turns yellow (jaundice) 

- dark “tea-colored” urine 

- light-colored bowel movements (stools) 

- loss of appetite for several days or longer 

- nausea 
-stomach pain 


• You may be more likely to get lactic acidosis or severe liver problems 
if you are female, very overweight (obese), or have been taking 
COMPLERA for a long time. 

• Worsening of Hepatitis B infection. If you have hepatitis B virus (HBV) 
infection and take COMPLERA, your HBV may get worse (flare-up) if 
you stop taking COMPLERA. A “flare-up” is when your HBV infection 
suddenly returns in a worse way than before. COMPLERA is not approved 
for the treatment of HBV, so you must discuss your HBV with your 
healthcare provider. 

- Do not run out of COMPLERA. Refill your prescription or talk to your 
healthcare provider before your COMPLERA is all gone. 

- Do not stop taking COMPLERA without first talking to your 
healthcare provider. 

- If you stop taking COMPLERA, your healthcare provider will need to 
check your health often and do blood tests regularly to check your 
HBV infection. Tell your healthcare provider about any new or unusual 
symptoms you may have after you stop taking COMPLERA. 

Who should not take COMPLERA? 

Do not take COMPLERA if you also take any of the following medicines: 

• Medicines used for seizures: carbamazepine (Carbatrol, Equetro, 
Tegretol, Tegretol-XR, Teril, Epitol); oxcarbazepine (Trileptal); 
phenobarbital (Luminal); phenytoin (Dilantin, Dilantin-125, Phenytek) 

• Medicines used for tuberculosis: rifampin (Rifater, Rifamate, 
Rimactane, Rifadin); rifapentine (Priftin) 

• Certain medicines used to block stomach acid called proton pump 
inhibitors (PPIs): dexiansoprazole (Dexilant); esomeprazole (Nexium, 
Vimovo); lansoprazole (Prevacid); omeprazole (Prilosec, Zegerid); 
pantoprazole sodium (Protonix); rabeprazole (Aciphex) 

• Certain steroid medicines: More than 1 dose of dexamethasone or 
dexamethasone sodium phosphate 

• Certain herbal supplements: St. John’s wort 

• Certain hepatitis medicines: adefovir (Hepsera), lamivudine (Epivir-HBV) 
Do not take COMPLERA if you also take any other HIV-1 medicines, including: 

• Other medicines that contain tenofovir (ATRIPLA, STRIBILD, TRUVADA, VIREAD) 

• Other medicines that contain emtricitabine or lamivudine (ATRIPLA, 
Combivir, EMTRIVA, Epivir, Epzicom, STRIBILD, Trizivir, TRUVADA) 

• rilpivirine (Edurant), unless you are also taking rifabutin (Mycobutin) 
COMPLERA is not for use in people who are less than 1 8 years old. 

What are the possible side effects of COMPLERA? 

COMPLERA may cause the following serious side effects:

• New or worse kidney problems, including kidney failure. Your healthcare 
provider should do blood and urine tests to check your kidneys before 
you start and while you are taking COMPLERA. If you have had kidney 
problems in the past or need to take another medicine that can cause 
kidney problems, your healthcare provider may need to do blood tests 
to check your kidneys during your treatment with COMPLERA. 

• Depression or mood changes. Tell your healthcare provider right away 
if you have any of the following symptoms: 

-feeling sad or hopeless 
-feeling anxious or restless 

- have thoughts of hurting yourself (suicide) or have tried to hurt yourself 

• Change in liver enzymes. People with a history of hepatitis B or C 
virus infection or who have certain liver enzyme changes may have an 


increased risk of developing new or worsening liver problems during 
treatment with COMPLERA. Liver problems can also happen during 
treatment with COMPLERA in people without a history of liver disease. 
Your healthcare provider may need to do tests to check your liver 
enzymes before and during treatment with COMPLERA. 

• Bone problems can happen in some people who take COMPLERA. Bone 
problems include bone pain, softening or thinning (which may lead to 
fractures). Your healthcare provider may need to do tests to check your bones. 

• Changes in body fat can happen in people taking HIV-1 medicine. 

These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper back 
and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the main part of your 
body (trunk). Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may also happen. 
The cause and long term health effect of these conditions are not known. 

• Changes in your immune system (Immune Reconstitution Syndrome) 
can happen when you start taking HIV-1 medicines. Your immune 
system may get stronger and begin to fight infections that have been 
hidden in your body for a long time. Tell your healthcare provider if you 
start having any new symptoms after starting your HIV-1 medicine. 

The most common side effects of COMPLERA include: 

• Trouble sleeping (insomnia), abnormal dreams, headache, dizziness, 
diarrhea, nausea, rash, tiredness, depression 

Additional common side effects include: 

• Vomiting, stomach pain or discomfort, skin discoloration (small spots 
or freckles), pain 

Tell your healthcare provider if you have any side effect that bothers 
you or that does not go away. 

• These are not all the possible side effects of COMPLERA. For more 
information, ask your healthcare provider. 

• Call your healthcare provider for medical advice about side effects. 

You may report side effects to FDA at 1-800-FDA-1088. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before taking COMPLERA? 
Tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions, including: 

• If you have or had any kidney, mental health, bone, or liver problems, 
including hepatitis B or C infection. 

• If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. It is not known if 
COMPLERA can harm your unborn child. 

- There is a pregnancy registry for women who take antiviral medicines 
during pregnancy. The purpose of this registry is to collect information 
about the health of you and your baby. Talk to your healthcare provider 
about how you can take part in this registry. 

• If you are breastfeeding (nursing) or plan to breastfeed. Do not breastfeed 
if you take COMPLERA. 

- You should not breastfeed if you have HIV-1 because of the risk of 
passing HIV-1 to your baby. 

- Two of the medicines in COMPLERA can pass to your baby in your 
breast milk. It is not known if this could harm your baby. 

- Talk to your healthcare provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, 
including prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and 
herbal supplements: 

• COMPLERA may affect the way other medicines work, and other 
medicines may affect how COMPLERA works. 

• If you take certain medicines with COMPLERA, the amount of 
COMPLERA in your body may be too low and it may not work to help 
control your HIV-1 infection. The HIV-1 virus in your body may become 
resistant to COMPLERA or other HIV-1 medicines that are like it. 


• Be sure to tell your healthcare provider if you take any of the 
following medicines: 

- Rifabutin (Mycobutin), a medicine to treat some bacterial infections. 
Talk to your healthcare provider about the right amount of rilpivirine 
(Edurant) you should take. 

- Antacid medicines that contain aluminum, magnesium hydroxide, or 
calcium carbonate. Take antacids at least 2 hours before or at least 
4 hours after you take COMPLERA. 

- Certain medicines to block the acid in your stomach, including 
cimetidine (Tagamet), famotidine (Pepcid), nizatidine (Axid), or 
ranitidine hydrochloride (Zantac). Take the acid blocker at least 

1 2 hours before or at least 4 hours after you take COMPLERA. Some 
acid blocking medicines should never be taken with COMPLERA (see 
“Who should not take COMPLERA?” for a list of these medicines). 

- Medicines that can affect how your kidneys work, including acyclovir 
(Zovirax), cidofovir (Vistide), ganciclovir (Cytovene IV, Vitrasert), 
valacyclovir (Valtrex), and valganciclovir (Valcyte). 

-clarithromycin (Biaxin) 

-erythromycin (E-Mycin, Eryc, Ery-Tab, PCE, Pediazole, llosone) 
-fluconazole (Diflucan) 

- itraconazole (Sporanox) 

- ketoconazole (Nizoral) 

- methadone (Dolophine) 

- posaconazole (Noxafil) 

-telithromycin (Ketek) 

-voriconazole (Vfend) 

Know the medicines you take. Keep a list of all your medicines and 
show it to your healthcare provider and pharmacist when you get a new 
medicine. Do not start any new medicines while you are taking COMPLERA 
without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

How should I take COMPLERA? 

• Stay under the care of your healthcare provider during treatment with 
COMPLERA. 

• Take COMPLERA exactly as your healthcare provider tells you to take it. 

• Always take COMPLERA with food. Taking COMPLERA with food is important 
to help get the right amount of medicine in your body. A protein drink is not 
a substitute for food. If your healthcare provider decides to stop COMPLERA 
and you are switched to new medicines to treat HIV-1 that includes 
rilpivirine tablets, the rilpivirine tablets should be taken only with a meal. 

Keep COMPLERA and all medicines out of reach of children.

THE BITTERSWEET LIEE OE THE LONG-TERM AIDS SURVIVOR

A mericans are tired of AIDS. 

On a Monday and Tuesday in 
September, the AIDS Memori- 
al Quilt was displayed on New 
York's Governors Island (could there 
be a less convenient time or place?), and 
perhaps 20 of us, all long-term survivors, 
wandered the voids separating blocks of 
patchwork, lost in thought, until a slow- 
moving cyclist eyeing the panels blew a 
whistle to get us out of his way. 

AIDS continues to characterize the 
lives of many of us. It buried our youth un- 
der a garbage heap of grief, terror, medical 
equipment, and funeral arrangements. It 
is in us — the virus, yes, but more to the 
point, the memory of what it did. 

Our youth was spent catering to the 
intimate physical and emotional needs 
of dying loved ones — men and women 
with emaciated, ashen bodies rotted 
by cancers that medical professionals 
hadn't seen for centuries; with lesions, 
tumors, and weeping wounds for which 
no amount of gauze was sufficient. We 
stood in showers, supporting bodies that 
buckled like marionettes as we washed 
them. We clasped their hands, comforted 
them, and joined them in their confusion. 


humiliation, and sadness. We held on to 
the possibility — tried to breathe air into 
it, for them and for ourselves — that ahead 
of us, in the next life perhaps, there might 
be something other than anguish. 

And all the while, we were fighting to 
stay alive ourselves. 

Now, like veterans of an unpopular war, 
we sense that people want to eradicate 
these experiences from their memory. 
Civilians once again, we're faced with 
crushing debt, piles of insurance docu- 
ments, and collection notices from 
doctors whose names we don't recognize. 

Landing a job well-paying enough to 
topple those piles and cover present-day 
expenses is nearly impossible, especially 
for a sexagenarian with a 20-year gap in 
his resume, who's competing against a 
30-year-old. There are also medication 
side effects to consider: thinning bones, 
heart disease (or heart attacky in my case, 
at age 43), and perhaps most frightening, 
the emerging reality of early-onset cogni- 
tive deterioration. (Our minds are going?) 
Guinea pigs, we wonder what heretofore 
unimagined surprises might result from 
swallowing dose after dose of newly cre- 
ated toxins. Tails? 


In contrast, we see a younger genera- 
tion whose lives seem accompanied by a 
St. Vincent soundtrack, the lyrics to which 
might be, “Let's fall in love, get married, 
have a baby. We'll call it Selfie." (A selfie 
would have held little appeal for us: Hol- 
low cheeks and purple blotches don't 
evoke thoughts of posterity.) As witnesses 
to the possibilities inherent inbeingyoung 
and gay today — part of a group for whom 
“St. Vincent" arouses an urge to dance, not 
melancholic memories of a hospital (now 
luxe condos) — we view the young with 
envy. No reasonable person begrudges 
them their freedom or lightness, but many 
of us do mourn an experience we never 
had, or had briefly, only to lose it with an 
abruptness so stunning it felt like punish- 
ment for presuming we deserved it at all. 

Yet ugly as AIDS is, it's also created 
something extraordinarily beautiful: com- 
munity. Perhaps because society didn't 
seem to care about, or was even quietly 
approving of, our situation, we came 
together. We helped one another up the 
mountain, extending hands to assist the 
faltering. Tragedy forced us to recognize 
how valiant and dignifled we are, how 
capable we are of setting aside what 
doesn't matter (status, power, money, van- 
ity) in service of what does (love). These 
are invaluable lessons, but hard-won and 
heavy to hold. We've reached the summit, 
but it is a sparsely populated, sometimes 
lonely place. Looking out, we glimpse 
lower peaks populated by younger people, 
who in their less arduous ascent collected, 
and now enjoy, many of the things we had 
to leave behind: relationships, linear ca- 
reers, healthy bodies. Waving to them, we 
shout that we made it, but our voices won't 
bridge the gap. And they don't look up. 

An extra 20 or 30 years of life is both a 
gift and a curse. Many of us can't help but 
wonder. Why did I fight so hard to get here? 
Answers are being found at organizations 
like Friends in Deed — the Grisis Genter 
for Life-Threatening Illness, in New York 
Gity ( FriendsIndeed.orgI ) , and Let's Kick 
ASS (AIDS Survivor Syndrom e), in San 
Francisco ( LetsKickASS.org[ ) . In these 
groups we discover that AIDS robbed us 
of our youth, but also gave us wisdom, en- 
gendered compassion, and taught us what 
it is to love and be loved. It prepped us for 
a new journey. Hands are extended, a

I ARRANGE TO MEET Peter at a Starbueks 
in Midtown. It’s tough times for New 
York’s foot fetishists. 

“There’s still a lot of stigma about this 
with otherwise very open New York gays,” 
Peter says. “Men are extremely eloseted. 
We eall it 'eoming out of the shoe box.’ ” 
Peter runs the group FootMen NYC. 
They throw weekly parties devoted to 
feet, footwear, and tiekling. 

Why it’s so stigmatized is a question 
Peter, a eherubie 49-year-old wearing tan 
Merrells, has theorized on. 

“It hasn’t been eommereialized,” 
he says. “The bears, for example, have 
ereated a whole eulture. There are TV 
shows about bears with bear humor. But 
you’ve never seen a mainstream movie or 


TV show with a eharaeter who, as a matter 
of faet, has a predileetion for the feet. And 
if you do, they’re usually a villain.” 

The tiekling fetish seene, he tells me, 
dovetails with the foot seene, a treaty of 
friendship east between two disparaged 
sexual minorities. 

“The tiekling seene is very passionate,” 
Peter says. “It’s a variation of BDSM. 

The ironie thing is. I’ve met guys who are 
diehard BDSM, and you mention tiekling 
and they freak out.” 

“Tiekling gives sadomasoehists the 
willies?” 

“Oh, yes. There’s something very 
primal about tiekling. You ean’t argue 
your way out of a tiekle.” 

I note that even water sports have 


beeome fashionable. 

“I don’t know how that managed to 
surpass feet,” Peter replies. 

The FootMen parties began six 
years ago and hopped around bars in 
Manhattan, but outsiders tended to 
wander in. 

“Our guys were eoming up to 
someone and saying, 'Can I give you a 
foot massage?’ and the guy would snap, 
T’m not into that!’ It ereated a sense of 
negativity, whieh is not what our people 
need. They need to be supported.” 

Peter found the perfeet solution by 
turning his home into a foot-and-tiekling 
salon. “I did it to keep from going 
broke,” he says. It ensured an intimate 
and sympathetie environment for the 
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FootMen, but Peter’s landlord 
found out about the weekly soirees 
and tried to eviet him. The dispute 
is ongoing, leaving the FootMen 
again to roam. 

IN THE PAST DECADE, avast 
industry of residential sex parties 
like Peter’s has bloomed. They 
list themselves on Web sites like 
Adam4Adam, ask for donations at 
the door (usually $20), and have 
turned legions of homes aeross the 
eity and eountry into orgy dens. 

Hey everyone, the ’70s are baek! 

I meet up with a man ealling 
himself the Orgy Guy at his 
apartment in Chelsea on the eve of 
his Sooth sex party. He introduees 
me to his two eats, Tippytoe the 
Lionhearted and Weenie Bojangles, 
and offers me a Diet Coke. 

Sex parties are Orgy Guy’s only 
souree of ineome, and between 
preparation and eleanup for four 
events a week that eaeh last six 
hours and attraet between 30 and 
70 patrons a night, it’s a full-time 
gig. The apartment is two floors 
and no-frills. 

“It must be diffieult for you to 
date and have a personal life,” I 
say. Orgy Guy’s the son of a eop, 
a handsome, bashful 45-year-old 
with a steamy Long Island aeeent. 

He sighs. “The last thing I want 
to think about is sex. I don’t want 
to date. People are too mueh of a 
hassle, and I’m sure I’d be too mueh 
of a hassle to somebody else.” 

Orgy Guy lives a quiet life.'T’m 
sorry, I’m not a very good 
interview,” he says. 

People audition to get on 
mailing lists for orgies, submitting 
headshots and interviewing, but 
everyone’s weleome at Orgy Guy’s 
plaee as long as they’re behaved 
and not annoyingly young. “I like 
providing an environment that’s a 
safe haven for men. That’s why I do 
what I do,” he says. 

He started his business six years 
ago as a way to afford Manhattan 
rent. Isn’t there something futile 
about saerifieing so mueh for an 
apartment in Manhattan if it’s 
just going to be routinely defiled? 
But Orgy Guy says he’s living 
the dream — no boss, make your

own hours, ete. — exeept for one 
thing. “I have a eondition ealled 
misophonia,” he says. This is a 
neurologieal disorder eausing 
speeifie sounds to trigger extreme 
negative emotions like anger, 
disgust, and rage. 

“What sounds bother you?” I ask. 

“Mouth noises,” Orgy Guy sighs. 
“Lip smaeking. As you ean imagine, 
guys kiss really loud! 

“Kelly Ripa has it, too” he adds. 

A FEW DAYS LATER, aeross town. 
I’m sitting in a sun-drenehed diner 
with Dimitri. He’s 50 years old and 
says he’s one of New York’s most 
hated men. 

“I would love to tell you where all 
the dead bodies are buried,” he says. 
“A lot has happened in five years, 
eover-ups, stuff like that.” Dimitri 
speaks in a fabulous New York bark. 

Although he’s never eome upon 
a body, he says the sex industry is 
eutthroat and gossipy. 

“New York is very eompetitive, 
territorial, and ambitious. Just 
beeause somebody drops dead in 
your apartment at your sex party 
doesn’t mean it’s the end of the 
world — if you’re resoureeful,” 
he says. 

At 40, Dimitri retired from 
eommereial real estate and. 


looking for a hobby, got into the 
sex industry. Down the street 
from where he lives, he also 
owned a penthouse in an 1840s 
mansion in Manhattan’s swanky 
Gramerey Park neighborhood. The 
unoeeupied penthouse was, you 
know, just sitting there, so he did 
some light renovations and passed 
out flyers at the bars, advertising an 
orgy. That was 10 years ago. 

Truekloads of New Yorkers 
and tourists alike pass through 
Dimitri’s plaee, and they all take 
one look at the exposed briek, 20- 
foot eeilings, and skybox, and they 
fueking hate him. 

“People go, 'Oh, my God, 

Dimitri, do you need a roommate?’ 
No, I don’t. ’’We’re sipping eoffee. 
“They’re envious and resentful,” he 
says. “I own this diner, too.” 

Personally, orgies don’t really do 
it for Dimitri. “It’s like a sober guy 
running a bar,” he says. One of his 
earliest sexual memories oeeurred 
when he was 12. At the time, he was 
a soap opera star and ehild model in 
Europe. “I was doing a photo shoot, 
and my mom said, 'Keep your eyes 
on the photographer’s eroteh. If 
you don’t see it bulge, then you’re 
doing something wrong.’ ” 

On Fridays his husband hosts 
an erotie wrestling party, where 
attendees are eoaehed naked by a 
professional wrestler. Dimitri also 
hosts a “nonjudgmental” Tuesday- 
night party for guys with small 
dieks, ealled Little Riehards; and 
Saturday’s Chaser’s Choiee party is 
for fat guys. 

I swing by Exeeutive Luneh, 
Dimitri’s weekly Thursday- 
afternoon powerfuek from noon 
to 3. It’s an orgy for busy people. 

In the elothes eheek room, a 
handsome and ehatty buneh file 
in, slipping off their neekties and 
greeting familiar faees — “How was 
Cabo?” — sneaking away from their 
desks for a little unfettered midday 
baeehanalia. 

“The eeonomy triggered a huge 
number of parties,” Dimitri says, 
“these niekel-and-dime operations 
in Harlem or wherever. People see 
what I do and think, I could do this in 
my little one-bedroom whatever. OK. 
Goodluektoyou.” 
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PEOPLE AT SEX PARTIES do tend 
to be polite. It’s as if there’s a 
tiny residual fear of burning in 
hell that nudges folks to be extra 
eonsiderate in this environment, 
although there’s always at least 
one sad old spook not getting any 
aetion and bumming everyone 
else out. 

I’m watehing a man who’s elearly 
the star attraetion this afternoon 
at Exeeutive Luneh. He looks like 
the Tom of Finland adaptation of 
Real-Life Barbie, and he’s having 
a very niee time, indiseriminately 
spreading around the love, loping 
from diek to diek. He seems sweet, 
aetually. Dolphin-like. 

“OK, baek to the offiee!” he says. 
He slaps a friend on the shoulder, 
and I half expeet applause as he 
exits down the spiral stairease. 

There are about two dozen 
guys here, and it’s oddly tranquil. 

A breeze floats in from Lexington 
Avenue, and there’s the soothing 





Fractured by Jeremy Kost 

In these days of mass duplication, consider 
the Polaroid. As Glenn O’Brien writes in the 
introduction to Jeremy Kost’s new monograph. 
Fractured (Damiani), it was our first 
opportunity to take an instant, or near-instant, 
photograph — a party artifact or souvenir. 

At the same time, a Polaroid is charged with 
a hint of the erotic. It is intimate. Kost, who 
has made the Polaroid his choice medium, 
stumbled on his latest techique after a 
camera malfunctioned and created a multiple 
exposure. He liked the resulting dream-like 
quality, and stuck with it. These are portraits 
of young, nubile men, bathed in sunlight, yet 
beyond our reach— objects of unrequited 
desire. As Kost says in the book, his subjects 
“tend to be these ‘guys next door’ that [he] 
secretly pined after, growing up fat and 
closeted in Texas.” He continues, “There’s a 
total type — it’s the stereotypical gay dream, an 
Abercrombie thing. I’ve tried to push out of it a 
little, but I always go back, like Pavlov’s dog.” 


groan of traffic and occasional 
amorous whisper. It’s August, 
and this is a time-share erowd, so 
everyone has skimpy tan lines, 
and when a blow job reeeiving line 
emerges, something about those 
gleaming white butts all in a row 
looks graeeful, like a sunbeam 
stretehed aeross the room. 

I feel bad for the FootMen, who 
really needed that eushy apartment 
setup. I swingby a newvenue 
they’re trying out. It’s the seeond 
floor of a straight bar next door to 
an all-girls Jewish dormitory near 
the Empire State Building, and the 
mood is kindly but glum. The bar’s 
owner is this no-nonsense broad in 
wedges, Capri pants, and a shag. I 
think she’s being a bit of a busybody 
and making people uneomfortable. 

“No, she likes us. She’s seen it 
all. She knows we’re a very friendly, 
eivilized erowd,” Peter says. Still, 
it feels about as kinky as a wake, 
despite the bottles of Purell and 


the human ottoman. And there are 
plates of eookies, too. 

“We’re really more of a support 
group than a sex party,” Peter says. 

A few days later. I’m with a friend 
for happy hour at our loeal boozer. 

“I was invited to a sex party just 
last night, on Grindr,” he says. “They 
were asking for a $io donation.” 

I’m surprised. We live in the 
easily ridieuled urban hamlet of 
Williamsburg, Brooklyn, where 
things tend to be very preeious. 

“Oh, a sexparty in Williamsburg!” 
we joke. “Is it Dust Bowl-themed? 
Does the building have day eare? 
Are these eondoms gluten-free?” 
We laugh. Then he gets this 
deliberate look on his faee. He’s 
a deeade older than I am. 

“We forget, baek in the ’90s, 
baekrooms were very lonely, 
shameful plaees,” my friend says. 
“But now dating on the Internet 
is so mueh lonelier that they eould 
aetually feel intimate.” ■ 
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FINDING BURROUGHS: 

THE MOVIE 

A groundbreaking docunnentary 
on the Beat author Wiiiiann S, 
Burroughs was oonsidered iost 
untii the direetor s nephew traeked 
down a print, now restored and 
baekon the bigsereen,

AARON BROOKNER CAN STILL recall the 
enormous specter of William Burroughs 
looming over him as he hunkered down to 
sleep at his grandparents’ home in Miami. 
“They had a gigantic Burroughs: The Movie 
marquee poster in the guest room, like 
part of the family photos on the wall,” he 
recalls. “I didn’t know who Burroughs 
was, but it was, OK, thafs Howard's movie.” 

Considered lost for 25 years following 
director Howard Brookner’s untimely 
death from AIDS-related complications 
in 1989, a restored version of “Howard’s 
movie” has just enjoyed a weeklong run at 
New York’s Anthology Film Archives and 
was screened at this year’s New York Film 
Festival. A DVD will be released in 2015 
by the Criterion Collection. For Aaron, 
Howard’s nephew who clung to a VHS 
copy of the movie as a child, watching 
it hundreds of times, the recovery of 
Burroughs: The Movie is a testimonial to 
an artist who died too young. 

It’s doubtful that Burroughs: The 
Movie would have resurfaced if not for 
Aaron, who tracked down a 16mm copy 
at the Museum of Modern Art, a gift of 
Howard’s longtime partner, the writer 
Brad Gooch, who had forgotten that 
it was there (coincidentally, Gooch’s 
own memoir of the era, including his 
long relationship with Howard, is to be 
published in April) . “It’s an incredibly 
intimate film,” Aaron says. “It’s so 
complicated and beautifully put together, 
and it just flows. But you can keep finding 
new things, like with Burroughs himself. 
There’s always something interesting 
there, around the corner, always 
something to make you think differently.” 

Among the most striking moments 
(and there are many) in the 90-minute 
documentary is a scene in which the 
writer speaks extemporaneously about 
gay liberation. “A gay state, that’s what 
I’m aiming for,” he says. “I want us to be 


as tough as the Israelis. Anybody fucks 
around with a gay any place in the world, 
we gotta be there. We’re a minority — 
why the hell don’t we have a right to 
protect ourselves? We have to build up 
an international organization, with false 
passports, guns on arrival, the whole 
terrorist lot.... If they oppose the gay 
state, we gotta find ’em, track ’em down, 
and kill ’em. Why not?” 

William Burroughs died in 1997, at the 
age of 83, when the focus of LGBT activism 
was beginning to shift from fighting AIDS 
to fighting for marriage equality. His 
fantasy of a militarized gay state aside, it’s 
hard to imagine a man so determinedly 
anti-establishment as Burroughs finding 
pleasure in our newfound freedoms. 

This is a man whose work has come to 
represent the antithesis of bourgeois 
convention, whose cryptic, raggedy 
writing style owes its distinctiveness to 
the fog of heroin, the haze of opium. 

Yet the achievement of Burroughs: 

The Movie is to strip away the easy 
cliches for a tenderhearted portrait

of an enigmatic man. “His morals are 
probably Boy Scout morals,” says the 
screenwriter and essayist Terry Southern 
in the documentary. Those Boy Scout 
morals are never more apparent than 
in his often tortured relationship to his 
homosexuality. Had he been able to 
come to terms with being gay earlier, it’s 
unlikely he’d have married Joan Vollmer, 
whom he killed in Mexico City in 1951 
during a drunken game of “William Tell.” 

Burroughs would subsequently trace 
his explosive literary output to Vollmer’s 
death — an action directed by an “Ugly 
Spirit” that only writing could exorcise. 

In Howard’s movie. Beat poet Allen 
Ginsberg seems to suggest that Vollmer 
was literally asking for it, a death wish 
that Burroughs unconsciously answered. 
It is not Ginsberg’s finest moment, but 
his loyalty to Burroughs was absolute. In 
one of the movie’s loveliest scenes, the 
two men stand atop a Manhattan rooftop, 
recalling their university days playing 
dress-up, with Burroughs in drag as an 
“Edith Sitwell character,” and Ginsberg 
as “the well-groomed Hungarian.” As 
with another scene, in which Burroughs 
revisits his childhood home in St. Louis, 
it helps humanize a complicated man. 

Burroughs: The Movie is a window 
not only to Burroughs, but also to the 
documentary’s director. AIDS may have 
deprived us of a great career in cinema, 
but Aaron Brookner is determined 
not to let it deprive us of the body of 
work his uncle left behind. Next up? A 
restoration of Howard Brookner’s second 
documentary, on the life and work of gay 
theater director Robert Wilson. ■

On Valentine's Day this year, Ellen Page came out publicly 
while giving a gorgeously eloquent speech at the Human 
Rights Campaign's Time to Thrive conference. It was an 
act that had been choreographed months in advance by 
Page, her representation, and HRC president Chad Griffin, 
who all wanted the revelation to have a more selfless 
impact than it would if Page were to “say it on Twitter," 
as she puts it when we meet at New York's Bowery Hotel. 
Before making the announcement that would leave 
her visibly exhaling in relief. Page offered an anecdote 
about a Web site that ran an article with a photo of her in 
sweatpants. The writer. Page explained, asked why such a 
beauty would insist on dressing that way. “Because I like 
to be comfortable," Page told the conference's enamored 
attendees. 

Taking in the extent of Page's newfound comfort is in- 
vigorating. Beyond the no-fuss clothes she's wearing today 
(sneakers, a hoodie, and a cap), she's noticeably unbur- 
dened, and it all seems new for an actress who, despite her 
vigor on screen, has previously given off a shy vibe in public. 
“You just feel different in the world," says the 27-year-old 
Oscar nominee. “Once you've done something that you 
used to think was impossible, what could ever really scare 
you again? Even now, press is more enjoyable because I 
don't have to have certain conversations. For instance. I'm 
never going to have to have a conversation about a dress, or 
heels, ever again." 

Netting a Best Actress nod at the age of 20 for Juno, 
Page was groomed early for the dress-and-heels, red car- 
pet scene. But things were missing from it, including her 
first girlfriend, whom she'd met shortly before the Aim's 
release, but couldn't include in its glittering aftermath. 
“No one's ever been so direct as to say, 'You're gay, so we're 
gonna hide it,' " Page says. “But there's an unspoken thing 
going on. [People] believe it's the right thing to do for your 


career. They don't realize it's eroding your soul. It was 
eventually about me being like. Wait, why am I listening to 
that? At what point did I let those things beeome important? 

For Page, a game-changing moment came not long ago, 
when she watched TV host (and fellow Canadian) George 
Stroumboulopoulos chat with Dan Savage, who voiced his 
steadfast opinion that coming out is a moral imperative. 
“The way he spoke of it left very little leeway, and it really 
stuck with me," Page says. “We all go through a j ourney and 
get where we need to be, but I really did start feeling guilty. 
I kind of felt like an asshole." 

Sitting on Page's lap is a script for Freeheld, a feature- 
length adaptation of the acclaimed 2007 short, which 
chronicled the struggles of Laurel Hester and Stacie 
Andree, a real-life lesbian couple from New Jersey, who, 
when Hester was diagnosed with terminal cancer, were de- 
nied the right of Hester passing on her pension to Andree. 
Page, who's both co-producing the Aim and starring as 
Andree (Julianne Moore will play Hester), has been de- 
veloping the project since she was 21. “It's very direct in 
showing how discrimination against the LGBT commu- 
nity affects people," Page says. “There's no getting around 
the unfairness that happened here, and just how illogical 
and almost psychopathic it felt. And it's so exciting to get 
to do a love story with the sex that you actually fall for. I'm 
thrilled about it." 

It's mostly serendipitous that Page came out in the same 
year Freeheld commenced production, but the movie has, 
naturally, impacted the way she's felt about how she pres- 
ents herself. She's the latest in a new line of LGBT artists 
who come out after devoting themselves to meaningful, 
queer-themed proj ects, and if you want to label that a fash- 
ionable phenomenon, be her guest. “Even if it did become 
a trend, who cares, right?" Page says. “Let being yourself 
become a trend." R. KURT OSENLUND

Have we ever had a pop star like Sam Smith? In a busi- 
ness currently powered by hip-hop, EDM, and Katy Perry, 
the thought of a man trying to forge a career as a swoony 
blue-eyed soul singer once seemed almost absurd. But 
a gay male artist with a debut album documenting his 
unrequited love for another man achieving mainstream 
success? That just seemed impossible. Yet within a matter 
of months, the 22-year-old English crooner has shattered 
expectations to emerge as one of 2014's most promising 
new talents. 

‘T feel no pressure to live up to anything,” says Smith, 
just hours before hell make his first appearance on The 
Tonight Show. ‘T say what I think, act how I want to act, 
post what I want to post. There's no one telling me to do 
this, lose weight, look like this, sing like this, write songs 
like that. Fve just been allowed to be me, and from all the 
nightmares you hear about the industry from a young age, 
I never thought that would be the case.” 

By the time Smith put out his record In the Lonely Hour 
this past June, he'd already scored three number 1 singles 
in the U.K., topped the BBC's Sound of 2014 poll, won the 
2014 BRIT Critics' Choice Award, and delivered a choir- 
backed, showstopping performance of his song “Stay With 
Me” on Saturday Night Live (an event he recalls as “horrifi- 
cally frightening” but also “one of the happiest moments 
of my life”). He had also unveiled the video for his track 
“Leave Your Lover,” a clip that saw him cavorting through 
Paris with model Daisy Lowe and a well-dressed gentle- 
man in a modern take on Jules and Jim, its final seconds 
revealing that the object of Smith's affection had all along 
been his male companion. Six days after it was posted to 
YouTube — and three weeks before In the Lonely Hour was 
due to hit the U.S. — The Fader published an interview with 
Smith in which he divulged that his forthcoming album 
was, in fact, inspired by a man he'd fallen for who didn't 


return the love. 

The press deemed this his “coming out,” but Smith ex- 
plains his candor almost as an act of necessity. If writing 
the album was a way for him to cauterize his wounds and 
move on, interviews have given the musician an oppor- 
tunity to champion a cause. “My aim is to tell people how 
good it's been for me so that, hopefully, gay men or parents 
with gay children can look at my story and think. Wow, 
thafs how it should be. Thafs what we ean work towards. 
That's been my whole motive — to not make it a talking 
point. My music should be a talking point. My voice should 
be a talking point.” 

Indeed, it is Smith's staggering vocals, which can bolt 
from a tender croon to a rafter-shaking falsetto, that have 
propelled him to the top of the charts. Upon its release. In 
the Lonely Hour soared to number 2 on the Billboard 200, 
the fastest-selling debut album ever for a U.K. male solo 
artist. Call it the Adele Effect — Smith's is a classic case of 
“belt it and they will come” — but an openly gay British man 
pouring his heart out in a collection of torchy, old-school 
ballads has proven to be exactly what America wants. 

The fact that Smith's sexuality has become a mere foot- 
note in his journey this year is mostly a testament to his 
undeniable gift — ultimately, it's the songs that speak the 
loudest. But it also signals a cultural sea change. Simple, 
stripped-down honesty, it seems, is the new formula for 
success. “When I was in the studio, I completely forgot in 
a year's time that my face was going to be plastered around 
major cities with the word lonely underneath it,” Smith 
says. “When it did happen, it was like. Wow, whatTm doing 
is taking a risk.” And as long as he's still singing the blues, 
it's a risk he vows to keep taking. “Music is about reaching 
the masses, having a message, getting through to everyone, 
and trying to make some sort of difference,” Smith says. 
“Music, to me, is that powerful.” JASON LAM PH I ER

ARTIST OF THE YEAR 

THE MOMENT: JULY 1890 : OscAR Wilde’s The Picture of Dorian Gray

Zachary Quinto is very much indebted to Oscar Wilde for 
becoming a professional actor. He landed a coveted equity 
card playing a rent boy in the Pittsburgh City Theatre's 
1999 production of Moises Kaufman's Gross Indecencyy 
which dramatizes the trials for homosexuality brought 
against the legendary writer. 

“I have a profound respect and affinity for him," says 
Quinto, 37, who sees Wilde's subversion as visionary. 
“There's something about his uncompromising intelli- 
gence and wit, the way he used it as a defense and weapon. 
He was able to integrate himself into a mainstream society 
that otherwise would have marginalized him by using the 
very thing that set him apart." 

For LGBT actors who come out, the dilemma of mar- 
ginalization in today's hermetically closeted Hollywood 
is still very real. Quinto himself came out publicly only 
two years ago, on the precipice of A-list stardom. “One of 
the most defining conversations that I had with myself," 
he told Out shortly thereafter, “was that absolutely no 
good can come from me staying quiet about [my sexual 
orientation]." 

Luckily, that scenario was never remotely in the cards. 
As an actor and an advocate, Quinto has shown over and 
over again that he's unafraid to be bold. His beautifully 
nuanced performance as Spock in J. J. Abrams's highly suc- 
cessful Star Trek reboot has given him Hollywood cachet 
that he's channeled into a series of striking and admira- 
ble choices, from his powerhouse performance on Ryan 
Murphy's hit series American Horror Story to his ardent 
support for President Obama's re-election. 

This year Quinto turned in a “career-defining perfor- 
mance" (in the words of the New York Times critic Ben 
Brantley) as Tom Wingfield in the celebrated Broadway 
revival of Tennessee Williams's The Glass Menagerie, 


while still finding time to shoot five upcoming film and 
television projects and take the reins as co-producer of 
the Starz reality show The Ghair, in which two rookie 
filmmakers compete to make a movie using the same 
script. (Meanwhile, Quinto's production company. 
Before the Door, has backed two Oscar-nominated in- 
dies: 2011's Margin Gall, in which he also starred, and 
2012,' s All Is Lost.) 

Quinto's rise and sheer ubiquity in Hollywood are 
refiective not only of his strength as an actor or his profes- 
sional savvy, but also of the rapidly shifting currents of gay 
rights in America. And yet, while history is being written in 
the present, he urges us not to forget the past. 

“I think there's a tremendous sense of complacency 
in the LGBT community," Quinto says, citing the rising 
number of HIV infections in adolescents. “AIDS has lost 
the edge of horror it possessed when it swept through the 
world in the '80s. Today's generation sees it more as some- 
thing to live with and something to be much less fearful of. 
And that comes with a sense of, dare I say, laziness." 

Quinto is similarly candid on prophylactic drugs, like 
PrEP, which many gay people have embraced as a long- 
awaited panacea. “We need to be really vigilant and open 
about the fact that these drugs are not to be taken to 
increase our ability to have recreational sex," he says. 
“There's an incredible underlying irresponsibility to that 
way of thinking... and we don't yet know enough about this 
vein of medication to see where it'll take us down the line." 

It's somewhat disorienting to hear a celebrity speak so 
passionately about divisive issues in the LGBT commu- 
nity. But as the public faces of American culture become 
more diverse over time, sober, thoughtful voices like 
Quinto's will steer the type of dialogue that is honest and 
vital.

Samira Wiley can pinpoint the exact moment acting took 
hold of her. She was in the third grade, attending an orator- 
ical contest at her school, and she was bored in the way that 
most children made to sit still are. 

“I remember it so vividly,” Wiley says. “There was this 
girl who went to my school, and she did a Nikki Giovanni 
poem, ‘Ego Tripping,' and it was just dijferent from every- 
one else's. It wasn't flat recitation. It had an energy and 
a life to it. And it made me sit up in my seat, and my eyes 
got wide, and I really felt inside myself. She's making me feel 
things. I want to do that." 

Nearly two decades later, in the summer of 2014, 
devoted fans binge-watched the entire second season 
of the hit series Orange Is the New Blaek, to discover that 
Wiley, as inmate Poussey Washington, had taken them 
through the entire spectrum of human emotions. “After 
the first season, my life definitely changed,'' she says. “But 
after the second season, I feel like it's changed ten-fold.'' 

In season 1, we knew Poussey as a scrappy goofball with 
a penchant for Ina Garten. In season 2, we watched pain- 
fully as she had her heart broken (as a young Army brat torn 
from her German girlfriend) and her spirits and body shat- 
tered, only to emerge stronger than ever by believing in her 
own convictions. “In figuring out her arc during season 2,'' 
Wiley says, “I didn't realize how big she was until the end 
of it, looking back and thinking. Huh. She's kind of the hero." 

Her delayed reaction could be read as modesty, but it 
speaks to Wiley's dramatic origins. “When I was younger 
in the theater, I didn't really feel like I got much recogni- 
tion from the powers that be,'' she says. “I got a lot of small 
roles — I never got the standout roles.'' 

Still, she pursued acting doggedly throughout high 
school at the Duke Ellington School of the Arts in 
Washington, D.G., and later went on to study at Juilliard, 
meeting her OITNB co-star Danielle Brooks, who helped 


get her an audition for the show and whose character, 
Taystee, she fell in love with on-screen this year. 

Offscreen, Wiley has been adjusting to her celebrity 
status. She found herself in the midst of a gossip storm 
last summer, appearing at the Emmys with her girlfriend, 
Lauren Morelli, a writer for the series who recently came 
out as a lesbian and filed for divorce from her husband. 
And she also laments the loss of anonymity in New York 
Gity, where she's lived for the past nine years. “You have 
people who are so passionate and touched by my work, 
which is so humbling,'' she says. “But other times, it's a little 
overwhelming. If I'm just trying to go to the bodega and get 
some coconut water, I have to put on ahat and some glasses 
— those kinds of things.'' 

Still, Wiley has a positive outlook on her purpose as an 
actor and on her fans, some of whom have longed to see 
their lives, often marginalized by pop culture, reflected in 
characters like Poussey. 

“I grew up in the church,'' she says, recalling something 
her parents, both Baptist pastors, instilled in her. “I have 
seen my parents inspire people and give them hope and 
faith most of my life. I feel like I've always wanted to have 
my work be some sort of ministry, because that's what my 
parents do and that's the only word I have for it.'' 

Her parents, Ghristine and Dennis Wiley, are in fact pil- 
lars of the LGBT religious community. In 2007, theirs was 
the only traditionally black Baptist church in D.G. to per- 
form same-sex unions. As Wiley remembers, they lost half 
of their congregation as a result. 

“I feel like oftentimes in the church people get caught up 
in literal translations of the Bible. But that's not the home 
I grew up in,'' she says. “I was just taught that love is the 
most powerful thing. And being able to see that and see my 
parents on the forefront of that made such a big impact on 
my life.'' MIKE BERLIN

THE MOMENT: May 4, 1993: Tony Kushner’s Angels in 
America debuts on Broadway at the Walter Kerr Theatre.

It would be tough to find a more poignant image of LGBT achievement 
this year than Larry Kramer ascending the Emmy stage to the tune of a 
standing ovation. The protracted] ourney from stage to screen of Kramer's 
groundbreaking play, The Normal Heart, is a vindication for his uncompro- 
mising posture as a founding member of both the Gay Men's Health Grisis 
and AGT UR That The Normal Heart is now considered a standard text for 
understanding the epidemic's impact is a testament to Kramer's ceaseless 
fight for people with HIV/AIDS. At 79, he is not yet finished: His lifework, 
The American People, a novel that he began writing in 1978, is scheduled for 
release next year, coinciding with a two-hour documentary on his life and 
work to air on HBO. “It's going to be called Larry Kramer, Get Out of Town,'' 
he jokes, before adding, “It's quite good, even if it is all about me."

Starting with Todd Haynes's 1991 film Poison, Christine 
Vachon's 50-plus credits as a film producer read like a 
New Queer Cinema syllabus, with works by directors 
such as Kimberly Peirce and John Cameron Mitchell. 
This year, Vachon produced Haynes's next film, Carol, 
an adaptation of the 1952 lesbian romance novel The 
Price of Salt. To truly appreciate the uphill battle faced by 
independent films like Vachon's, it helps to be a climber 
like Eugene Hernandez. The consummate cinephile 
spent more than a decade as co-founder and editor in 
chief of Jwdfewfre before joining New York's Film Society 
of Lincoln Center as director of digital strategy in 2010. 

Hernandez has since risen to become the society's 
deputy director, and his knack for examining what's in 
the frame comes through in his thoughts on re-creating 
this image. “I see us as stand-ins," he says, “for anyone 
supporting American filmmakers who continue to 
challenge attitudes and ideas."

The Drums' third album, Encyclopedia, was a milestone for founding 
members Jonny Pierce (left) and Jacob Graham (right). Released in 
September, it marked the first time the Brooklyn-based indie rockers (and 
childhood friends) performed as a duo rather than a quartet, and the first 
time they began using the pronoun him when singing about relationships — a 
big step they admit they weren't comfortable taking until now. Meanwhile, 
the standout track “Let Me" tackles the recent rash of violence against LGBT

Pioneering Erasure frontman Andy Bell came out as gay in 1986 and as 
HIV-positive in 2004. But one particularly surreal turning point from 
the singer's 20s has stuck with him. “It was one of my first gay prides in 
the U.K., and I remember seeing Divine singing on a barge on the River 
Thames, and Sinead O'Connor asking me to look after her little boy." That 
same bittersweet rush Bell experienced has defined tracks like “A Little 
Respect" and “Always," just two of the euphoric synth-pop classics he's 
performed with longtime musical partner Vince Clarke. In September, 
Erasure released its 16th studio album. The Violet Flame, and kicked off a 
worldwide tour that began just after Bell wrapped his Edinburgh Festival 
Fringe show, Torsten the Bareback Saint, about an “age-defying polysexual."

Hip deep in shooting the second season of HBO's 
Looking, Jonathan Groff leads four of his cast 
mates into the Phoenix, a legendary rock 'n' roll 
hideout in San Francisco's Tenderloin district, for 
a quick costume change. He makes a beeline for a 
pair of ass-less chaps, and the others clamber into 
their own mix of vintage Levi's and leather gear. 
But Groff can't decide between two accessories 
from Mr. S, the local kink outfitter. “Gan I get the 
long whip again?" he asks, then changes his mind. 

“Wait, I like this one better." 

He explains later, “Photo shoots can be so 
awkward, so I just play pretend like I'm a little kid. 
Growing up, we had a bin of costumes — an old 
man or Peter Pan or a princess or whatever — and 
to get outside the weirdness I just think. 

This is like dress-up time.'' 

Groff and his rowdy band of brothers — from 
left, Raul Gastillo, Murray Bartlett, Frankie J. 
Alvarez, and Russell Tovey — taunt and tease and 
riff off each other like they've been playing dress- 
up together their entire lives. Without missing 
a beat, Alvarez dubs GrofPs impish attitude 
“hashtag chapswag," and the nickname sticks. 

The show's creators and many of the crew are 
queer, but you'd need a cheat sheet to remember 
who's not actually gay (Gastillo and Alvarez, if you 
must keep score). 

When they're not filming in a Bay Area bubble, 
Groff says, most of the Looking gays live in New 
York. “Last year, I saw Frankie and Murray at 
least once a week," Groff says. He and Gastillo 
sometimes spend all day acting together, then 
go out to see a movie the same night. On-screen, 
their sophomore season will be packed with more 
early-adulthood existential crises and tangled 
relationships — but at a more fevered pitch. “The 
show took its time to set up the characters and 
storylines last year," Groff says. “This season 
moves at a faster pace. A lot happens quickly."

After coming out as a trans woman 
in a 2012 interview with Rolling Stone, the Against Me! singer channeled the 
fear and fury of her tumultuous journey into a definitive statement on the 
Florida punk band's latest album. Transgender Dysphoria Blues. Its title track is 
blunt and blistering, tackling transphobia head-on with the tragic chorus “You 
want them to see you / Like they see any other girl / Theyjust see a faggot.” 
Released on her own label. Total Treble, the record was widely acclaimed and 
helped land Grace a lo-part AOL docu-series. True Trans, in which she travels 
the country speaking with trans men and women about their experiences. If 
her lyrics often bleed like an open wound, Grace's struggle has only embold- 
ened her. “I'm a rocker, and rock 'n' roll has a long history of smashing gender 
roles and pushing the cultural limits,'' Grace says. 

“That's what I want to represent.''

The man behind 2011's Weekend, Haigh 
serves as an executive producer on Lookingwhile writing and directing 
multiple episodes. Though hard at work on season 2, he'll likely never 
be as prolific as Fassbinder. “He was a genius who made more than 40 
films,” Haigh says. “I'm embarrassed to even dress up as him.” Luckily, 
Haigh doesn't shy away from delivering that reality we crave on screen.

With each new advancement in marriage equality, making love last in the LGBT community is 
getting a little bit easier. But the conversation about HIV in relationships is still missing from the 
picture. A survey from the Kaiser Family Foundation of gay and bisexual men found that very 
few are talking about HIV, even with those closest to them. Not with friends, family, partners or 
even health care providers. We have more options than ever before to prevent and treat HIV. 
There is no reason HIV should stand in the way of who we love. 

These days, finding out a partner is HIV-positive - or revealing your own status - doesn’t have 
to mean the end of the relationship. It’s the start of a conversation about how you can protect 
one another. With ongoing treatment, people with HIV can get their virus under control - even 
to undetectable levels - where the risk of transmission to sexual partners can be significantly 
reduced. This is called Treatment as Prevention (TasP) and it can reduce the chances of 
passing HIV to a partner by as much as 96 percent. 

There is also now a once-daily prescription HIV prevention pill, called pre-exposure prophylaxis 
(or PrEP for short) that you can take if you’re HIV-negative, which will protect you against the 
virus. There are always personal considerations and it’s not for everyone, so you should have 
an honest talk with your health care provider about whether PrEP is for you, but if you have a 
partner who is positive or just want to prevent yourself from getting HIV, have that talk sooner 
than later. (And, of course, there are always condoms — still a low cost, very effective means 
of protection against HIV and many other STDs).

Despite major advances in the prevention and treatment of HIV in recent years, many gay men 
are still unaware of the new options available today that offer added health benefits for both 
those who are HIV-positive and those who are negative. A consequence of this lack of awareness 
is that many men remain overly fearful about pursuing a relationship with someone who is 
HIV-positive, or disclosing their HIV status for fear of rejection. It doesn’t have to be this way.

In addition to condoms, PrEP - or pre-exposure prophylaxis - now offers people who are HIV- 
negative an added means of protection.

What Is PrCP? 

PrEP is short for pre-exposure prophylaxis, a once-daily pill, available by prescription, to help 
HIV-negative people stay negative. It is an FDA-approved medication sold under the brand name 
Truvada. People who use PrEP must commit to taking it every day and seeing their health care 
provider for follow-up and testing every three months. 

Who should take PiEP? 

PrEP is for HIV-negative people who are at risk of being exposed to HIV through sex or injecting 
drugs and who are ready to take a daily pill. Studies have shown that PrEP works for sexually- 
active gay and bisexual men, heterosexual women and men, and injection drug users, and is 
also likely to benefit transgender women. PrEP can help protect anyone whose partner has HIV. 

How effective is INrfP? 

When taken as prescribed, PrEP has been shown to reduce the risk of HIV infection by more 
than 90 percent. It is important to take PrEP exactly as prescribed by your doctor. Some studies 
suggest that it takes at least seven days of daily use for PrEP to reach effectiveness. Condoms 
should be used for added protection and to protect against other sexually transmitted diseases. 

If I start PrB*, does this mean I have to take it for the rest of my life? 

With proper medical guidance, people can safely start and stop taking PrEP at different times in 
their lives. Anytime you start PrEP, it is important to remember that it takes at least seven days of 
daily use to reach effectiveness. It is important to consult a health care provider before starting or 
ending treatment to ensure the effectiveness of PrEP. 

Where can I get PifP and how much does it cost? 

PrEP is only available with a doctor’s prescription and any doctor can prescribe it. Many private 
insurance plans cover PrEP, as does Medicaid, the state-run health program for lower-income 
persons. If you do not have insurance, ask your health care provider about pharmaceutical 
patient assistance programs which may be able to offset the cost of the medication.

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And what about PEP? 

PEP, or post-exposure prophylaxis, is emergency protection after possible exposure to HIV. It is 
available only with a doctor’s prescription. Treatment must begin within 36 hours of exposure and 
taken every day thereafter for 28 days. If you think you were exposed to HIV, you should see a 
health care provider immediately to request PEP.

The U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recommends that all Americans be tested as part of routine 
health care. Given the increased risk, it is recommended that 
gay and bisexual men be tested more frequently. Many health 
departments say at least twice a year. 

If you are HIV-positive, it is important to get into treatment and 
care as soon as possible - both for your own health and to 
prevent the spread of the virus.

How mucli do you know 
about HIV troatment? 


While there is not yet a cure, there are very effective treatments that have helped many people 
with HIV live long and healthy lives. It is also now known that antiretroviral therapies (or ARVs) 
play an important role in helping to prevent HIV as well as in safeguarding the health of those who 
are positive. Yet, many gay men remain unaware - and thus are not taking advantage of all the 
knowledge we have today. Read on and test your treatment IQ. 

What treatment options are aimiiabte for HIV? 

ARVs are classes of drug therapies, available by prescription, that work to lower the amount of HIV 
in the body. Which specific drug or combination of drugs you receive would be determined by you 
and your health care provider. 

How soon should I begin Iraatmant? 

Given the known benefits of treatment, it is advised that people with HIV begin treatment as soon as 
diagnosed. Early diagnosis and ongoing treatment can help prevent the progression of HIV to AIDS - 
the most advanced stage of HIV disease. Treatment is also known to help prevent the spread of HIV 
to others by as much as 96 percent. 

What about side efiects? 

HIV treatments have continued to improve over the years and have fewer side effects for most 
people. Different medications may work for different people, so it’s important to have an ongoing 
and trusting relationship with a health care provider to determine the best course of treatment. 

Can I stop taking medications whan I lad batter? 

No. Missing doses or otherwise not taking medication as prescribed may make the treatment less 
effective and can result in the virus becoming stronger or even resistant to future treatments. You 
may also compromise the benefits of treatment in helping to prevent the spread of HIV. It is important 
to continue taking your medications as directed by your health care provider.

It really is just creating your normal for 
protection and prevention.”

Referencing research that shows that one in five gay men in 20 major U.S. cities is HIV-positive, 
Rich Wolitski of the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention observed, “Everyone who 
is gay or bisexual in those cities is likely to know somebody with HIV and likely to date somebody 
with HIV.
